It will be noticed that the List clause 


leaves the members 
no alternative. 


The executive committee is given pov 
to make laws and the 
subordinates 


swear to support them. 
At some of the

will only bo a 


question of time how long before inter- 
nal dissensions ''bust up" the national 
organization.

cept the warm and generous assurances 
which you give me, " that all the resour- 
ces which are at the command of the 
national power will be used by Mexico 
in order to render its future relations 
with the United States more solid cor- 
dial, and productive of good," and may 
weU anticipate from this concurrence of 
sentiment and purposes between the two 
countries the best fruits of permanent 
and prosperous peace.

The facts of the matter are simply this : 
In case of :t communistic uprising to 
whom must the country look to for 
proi eotion ? 
To the comparatively few 


people who are denominated capitalists 
and shylocks? 
Not by any means. — 


The country must look for its defense 
n every case of need to the great army 
of workingmen in America, who are its 
upbuilders in times of peace, its sure 
bulwark in times of war. 
Let us. then, 


have this distinction so clearly marked 
that the wayfaring editor though a con- 
summate fool need not en- in respect 
thereto, and that he may no more be 
inclined to associate the term commu- 
nist with workingman than he would 
with shyloek and capitalist.

She said 
she was growing old, and could not tell 
it as straight as her Aaron (her late 
husband) could. 
Aaron knew it all, and 


it was often that they sat by the fire and 
talked over old times, when they were 
with Marse Jackson. They were al- 
ways treated like white folks.

said, as the tears rolled down herchecks:
